DRENCHED MILITIAMEN.

A TRYING TIME FOR THE SOLDIERS IN STATE
CAMP,

THREE REGIMENTS THOROUGHLY SOARED—
MUDDY STREETS AND DAMP MATTRESSES
IN THE “TEXTED CITY."

State Camp, Pockskill, July 18 (Speeial).=The
wembers of the 12th Regiment will remember
their departure from eamp to-day for o long time
to come. But their recollections will not he
nearly so vivid as will those of the members of
the sth and 74th Regiments of their arrival at
the place vacated hy the 12th’s men. After
hn\rl_n.g splenidid weather nearly the entire week
the members of the 12th struck a heavy rain-
storm in which to break up camp and start home,
They were not nearly so bad off as the men were
who esme in, however.

The first intimation that the company had that
there was anything suspicious in his effairs wns
two weeks ago, when Waller gave notice to the
members of the eompany that he would in his
cflice the following doy, and that he would meet
thetn there. He failed to appear at that time,
liowever, and has not heen secn sinee.

His father, ex-Governor Waller, is a large
stockholder in the company, and is grief-stricken
over the matter. No cause hos yet heen assigred
for his peculiar conduect, but rumor has it that
there is a woman in the cose,

The president. and manager of the company is
1), €. Sage, who lias an oflice and resides in this
ploce.  [lis daughter, Miss Virginia, has received
many ottentions from young Waller, which it is
understood was distasteful to her father. The
voung lady, however, is gafd to be in an inde-
pendent, position, being possessed of $40,000 in
Lier own right, nnd in all discussions took sides

with  Waller. Miss Sage, when guestioned
about  Waller's mysterious absence,  lnughed
and said she bhod no  idea  where  he
wns, and she ecoulil glve no reasom for

his remaining awesy. She appears to be indig-
nant about the stories in circulation in reference
to him. President Sagk, when asked nbout the
rumors, refused to make any statements in regard
to the matter. e acknowledged, however, that
Waller's disappearance and continued absence was
a most mysterions matter.

THE PROHIBITION REMOVED,

DETAILS OF THE FRENCH GOVERNMENTS
ACTION ON AMEKICAN PORK.

NO SERIOUS OPPOSITION TO THE MEASURE IN
THE NOUSE-THE DECREE TO TAKE
EFFECT IMMEDIATELY. .

Paris, July 18.—The decree rescinding the pres
libition of American pork, which takes immediate
effect, simply enacts that the duty on American
salt pork, hams end bacon, which paid 8 1.2
franes before the prohibition will now be 20
franes per 100 kilos. In accordance with the
new tariff all the prohibitions will be abolished.

The immediate application of the decree is due
to the pemistent pressure brought to bear by
Inited States Minister Reid, especially during
the lust few weeks, when M. Ribot, Minister ot
Foreign Affairs, who was lesitating over the
matter of reseinding  the prouibitions, finally
agread to do so, hut wanted to postpone it untld
the wholo Tariff bill was passed and promulgated.

Mr. (leid urged that if the Government poste
poned the rescinding of the prohibition until the
end of the antumn [t ought to poss a special
law without delny. M. Ribot consulted his col-
leagues lahd, finding no opposition to the matter,
iutroduced the project in the Chamber of Depu-
ties. Under an arrangement with the Govern-
ment, M. Felix Faure, at the end of the sitting
on Thursday, move: urgency for the proposal.
Only one Deputy, M. Le Cour, offered any hostile
eriticism of the measure, and his remarks con-
sisfed of a brief reference to the danger of trichl
Nosis,

M. Gounde, replying to the speaker, freated the
question of trichinosis as an old legend, unworthy
of regard as  applied  to  American pork
M.  Meline, tbe clairman of the Tariff
Committee, explained that the decree would sime
ply be promulgated two months sooner ghnn the
gecepted tarit on salt pork, and thus permit
satistnction to be given to the United States, in
the vessation of the prohibitien.

M. Pallain, the Director of Customs, added that
every measure of precantion nd mlrw‘allncﬁ' would
be taken to prevent any diseased meat from en-
tering the country. The House thereupon Voted
the decree—365 10 00,

THE FREE LIST IN FRANCE.

REMAINING CLAUSES FOR ITS TEMPORARY EX/
TENSION APPROVED. 4

Pars, July 18 —The Chamber of Deputies to-day
approved the remaloing clsuses of the tarifl “elating
to the tempomry free admission of certnin Imports,

The entire new farlff measure was then passed by
vota of 887 to 110,

Two clauses of this new Tarl® bill, finally adopted
by the French Chamber, are of an important and direct
Interest to Amedlcans. In the fisst place, the ex-
cossive five francs duty on the importation of grala
hiss heen decreased to three franes. Of course thad
docrense has boen obtained from the protectionist major
ity unly A& & tempornry messure, necessitated by the
fallare of ihe French erops.  Nut I has been in opera-
tion since July 10, and it will he & year or two befors
Frafice 1s able to refmposs the former duty. and thus
prevent the Importation of American corn, which she
needs now to the extent of sbout 80,000,000 bushels
yearly. '

In the second place, the adoption of the pew tari
has settled, not temporarily but detinltely, the question
of Amedean parli. 1t 18 quite unlikely that the Senste
will refuse to concar in prinelple with the decision ar-
rived at by tile Chamber. It may differ, perliaps, in
regard to the amount of the Import duty, but it ls o
probable that I will forbid Imporfation absolutely.
Amerlean pork aud sa'ted meats huve been protibited in
Franee o the ground of thelr alleged uchealthfniness.
The elforts of the United States Minlsters at Paris were
direeted to obtalning the withdmwal of that absolute
prohibition, which wuns both insulting nnd injurions
to Amerlean prestige and Intirests, That was the
first and great point to be galned, and It hae finally
been secured. The quesilon of the higher or lesser
tarlft dutles was socondary, and one which could be
attended to later on. The Chamber has Impused o
duty of twenty franes for caol 200 ponnds on Ameri-
can pork, This [s a high fgure, though uot practcally
prohibitory, Ent the very fact that It fixed that duty
Shows that the Chumber Is reconciled 10 having Amer-
can salled meats relptroduced Into France, anll 1s op-
posed to the malntenance of former prohibitive de-
crees, .

It moy be odded that a little confusion
seems to prevall in the minds of some members
of the Produce Exchange. They fancy that Amerl-
can salied meats can not be readmitied Lefore the
Chagiber and the toenate have approved the decree.
I'hs is nol so; for the questlon s an sdministrative
age ; and it depends entirely on the will of the Gov-
erument.  Of course  the Iatter will ssne or repeal
sieh decrees, pecording to the wishes of the legsiative
Lody, us expressed,  When the first prolilbition was pro-
elnimed agadnst American pork it was done by & decrea
of Minfster Tirand, Febrowey 15, 1381, There was
no protest In the Chambers. Bt the United Btates
Mindster at Parls having enliglitened Fivnel publio
opinton, the prohibitlon was repealed Rovember 27,
1ord, by M. Herdssou, Minlster of Comineroe, Up-
fortunately the scare of trchinosls wis revived with
great vigor and the French Chomber, by o majority
vote of 119, disapproved the actlon tafian by the Gov-
ernment,  The same Minlster, M. Herlsson, and his
colleagues 1 the Cablnet bowed to the ludirect order
of the Chamber and the proliblton was reliewed b
the decree of December 2, 1==3.  0f the desree whicl
hus bosn Just lssued favorable o e readimdssion of
American pork g Feance, It [s safe to sap that it {5 Im-
nidintely operative withont the approvil of the Cham
ber or the Senate,
